Rumors that thin town will shortly be 
annexed to the city of Newark are cur¬ 
rent aad In the topic of discussion among 
the politicians.

Chancellor Knajree’a Opining. 

The difference of opinion among law¬ 
yers over the legal points Involved In 
the newer contract are interesting. At 
the lent meeting of the Town Com¬ 
mittee Mr. Gilbert briefly summed It up 
an three against two. counting the Hon. 
John W. Taylor, ex-Judgs Stevens, and 
Halsey M. Barrett as arrayed on the 
aide maintaining that the procedure by 
resolution wan correct, while ex-Cbancel- 
ior Runyon aad Dr. Harry E. Richards 
were arrayed on the other side. 

Mr. Barrett admitted the correctness 
of the summary, uniass it might be taken 
that Dr. Richards “counted two." 

The summary la not exact, as ex- 
Judge Btevnns declines to be counted on 
either aide. It is stated on the beat 
authority that ex-Judge Stevens denies 
without reservation that be baa given 
It as bis opinion that it was proper for 
Bloomfield and Montclair to make the 
now famous aewer contract by resolution, 
and not by ordinance. 

- Considering Judge Stevens ss neutral, 
and for pur|«>ses of fair fight counting 
Dr. Richards In the singular number, 
this leaves the lawyers arrayed two to 
two. 

Mi. Barrett has planted hit feet fairly 
and firmly on the fide of the resolution. 
Ha stated positively at the last meeting 
of the Committee that he waft still of 
the opinion that ths contract made by 
reeolutiop was la|pl. The Hon. John 
W. Taylor has not been beard from since 
the Runyon opinion was declared. The 
ex-Chancellor and Dr. Richards, who 
constituts ths other side, are not at all 
disposed to weaken.
